Within the past two years there has been a great controversy as to whether 
comic books are suitable reading matter for children. 


Statistics show that at least 80% of our population, from the ages of 6 to 18 
read at least 12 to 13 comic books per month.

in case against the comic books is that they induce juvenile « 
Beeics Many crimes eumittes by children, it has been admitted, are copies of 
comic book incidents. 


The comics are also said to be culturally debasing. Their language is de- 
plorable and their illustrations are lurid and, at times, even obscene. 


Another point against comic books is that they tend to promote racial pre- 
judices. early all the heroes are handsome, virile Anglo-Saxons while the 
villains are generally portrayed as swarthy foreigner types. 


The case for the comic book is flimsy and weak. 


Comic books are said to be an outlet for aggressive emotions. (On the con- 
trary, comic books tend to lead children to sadism and masochism.) 


Contic books are said to be educational! (The comic book version of Dickens’ 
“Great Expectations” devotes its first nine pages to the graveyard scene. The - 
first picture shows Pip begging the escaped convict not to cut his neck. Do they 
call this educational?) 


They say that children choose the comic books themselves. (You take a dime 
into any newsstand and see what else you can get for the money.) 


Comic books are supposed to relate true facts. (In one comic book the story 
tells of a hole being dug five miles into the ground. At this depth a huge sub- 
terranean cavern was found. The air in it was absolutely pure and the temper- 
ature was only 120 degrees fahrenheit. Scientific knowledge proves that the air 
could not be pure, and that at that depth the temperature should be at least 400 
degrees fahrenheit.) 


The comic books are supposed to lead the children to reading classics. (Many 
pupils have admitted writing book reviews on the comic book versions instead 
of reading the real books.) 


Children are supposed to imitate the good characters in the comic books. 
(However, the increased rate of juvenile delinquency on account of comic books 
disproves this. Then again, take the case of the scantily-clad jungle miss who is 
burned at the stake, submitted to horrible tortures, thrown in the snake-pit and
